
Gas-wielding 
raiders attack 
hotel worker 


Robbers flee with cash haul from safe 


MIDNIGHT raiders armed with CS 
gas attacked a young hotel worker 
and fled with thousands of pounds 
in cash. 

The robbers punched the man 
in the face and sprayed him with 
the gas before forcing him to open 
the safe at the White Hart Hotel in 
Newmarket. 

They stole a red cash box with 
thousands of pounds inside, leav¬ 
ing their victim, who is in his 20s, 
with a head injury. 

He managed to raise the alarm 
at about 12.05am and was later 
taken to Addenbrooke’s in Cam¬ 
bridge. 

Police have issued descriptions 
of the raiders, who managed to get 
into the hotel via a side entrance.

Both were wearing dark cloth¬ 
ing, including jackets with the 
hoods up, and had their faces par¬ 
tially covered. 

The first was 5ftl0 to 5ftll tall, 
of slim to medium build and was 
wearing dark shoes, dark trousers 
and a long-sleeved dark jacket 
with a white emblem on the left 
side chest area. 

The second man was a similar 
height and build and was wearing 
black shoes with lighter coloured 
jeans and a long-sleeve black 
jacket. 

A Suffolk police spokesperson 
said: “It’s thought there were a 


number of people in the area and 
police are keen to speak to anyone 
who may have been in the vicin¬ 
ity around midnight, regardless of 
whether you think you saw any¬ 
thing that may help.”

A spokesman for the ambulance 
service told the News : “The ambu¬ 
lance service were called just after 
lam to the High Street in Newmar¬ 
ket. 

“We sent a paramedic and a rap¬ 
id response vehicle to treat a man 
in his 20s. He had a cut to the head 
and he was taken to Addenbrooke’s 
hospital.”

Prickly 
incident 
for hog 
in a jam 

THE RSPCA and fire 
service came to the 
rescue after a hedgehog 
misjudged his own girth 
and got himself stuck 
between the railings of a 
Newmarket gate. 

Crews were called 
after a passer-by 
spotted the animal 
squashed between 
metal bars at the 
entrance to a housing 
complex on Old Station 
Road. 

RSPCA inspector 
Richard Lythgoe said: 

"It is hard to imagine 
how this little thing got 
himself into such a tight 
squeeze. 

"He was so firmly 
wedged in between the 
bars of this gate that 
the fire crews had to 
completely stretch them 
to get him out - and 
even then all his little 
spines were squashed 
down. 

"They did a brilliant 
job, and there's no way 
I could have got him out 
without them. He most 
definitely wouldn't have 
been unable to escape 
without help. 

"He seemed to 
recover completely from 
his ordeal, so he was 
released back to the 
wild - hopefully a little 
wiser."

Man attacked 
victim with bat 


A MAN has been found 
guilty of using a cricket bat 
to strike a man on the back 
of the head following a vio¬ 
lent outbreak in Soham 
town centre. 

Ian Tucker, of High Street, 
Soham, was accused of beat¬ 
ing a Polish man with a bat 
in the middle of the road 
outside the former Red Lion 
pub on Soham High Street. 

The 43-year-old, who de¬ 
nied the allegations, was 
found guilty of three charges 
of affray, possession of an 
offensive weapon and as¬ 
sault by beating at the con¬ 
clusion of the four-day trial 
at Cambridge Crown Court 
on Monday. 

During the proceedings, 
the court heard he got in¬ 
volved following a distur¬ 
bance that spilled out on to 
the road in the early hours of 
Sunday, March 2, last year.

Jacob Edwards, prosecut¬ 
ing, told the court last week 
that the incident followed 
a fight between a group of 
men outside the Red Lion in 
Soham. 

“Outside the Red Lion 
pub a disturbance broke out 
which involved 10 to 12 peo¬ 
ple,” he said. 

Tucker was not involved in 
the “initial fighting” around 
1.45am - but it was alleged 
that he came towards the 
group with a bat later on. 

The court heard that Tuck¬ 
er, who lived nearby, then 
struck the man, who was 
lying in the road, with the 
weapon. 

CCTV footage showed sev¬ 
eral men - including the vic¬ 
tim - ending up in the road 
following a fight while a man 


with a bat, wearing a black 
T-shirt with a white emblem, 
then struck the victim with 
the bat before leaving. 

During the trial, Tucker 
told the jury that he was 
asleep in his nearby flat with 
his 10 stone Rottweiler at the 
time of the incident. 

The former supermar¬ 
ket worker claimed he first 
found out about the fracas 
the morning after when a 
neighbour asked him if he 
had heard the commotion. 

Addressing Tucker on 
Monday, Judge Gareth Haw- 
kesworth adjourned the 
case for sentencing the week 
commencing Monday, July 
20 and ordered a pre-sen¬ 
tence report. 

“I’ve requested a report 
from your GP so the court 
can have some medical evi¬ 
dence to support what has 
been said,” he added.

Leo fights back 
after poisoning 


A FARMER is warning other 
dog owners to be alert after 
his German Shepherd was 
poisoned. 

Graham Reeve went to 
greet his German Shepherds 
Kendra, 10, and Leo, two, at 
his farm in Burwell earlier 
this month when he found 
Leo drooling “like mad”. 

He explained: “We had 
our normal walk around the 
fields but instead of run¬ 
ning around like he normally 
does, he didn’t leave my side 
at all. 

“When we came back, he 
walked over to his water and 
wanted to have a drink but 
he just couldn’t.” 

When Leo could not take 
chicken from him, Graham 
rushed him to the vets, where 
he was put on a drip, pain¬ 
killers and had blood and 
urine tests. 

Graham said: “As soon 
as the vet looked down his 
throat, it was obvious there 
were several burns. 

“The vet almost took a step 
backwards in shock.” 

It was soon found that Leo

had been poisoned by caus¬ 
tic soda - sodium hydroxide 
- which can be used as paint 
stripper and is highly toxic. 

For a while the vet and 
Graham did not know if Leo 
would survive the night. 

Graham said: “It was 
heartbreaking to see. 

The next day they gave 
him an endoscopy to 
have a look at what 
damage had been 
done to his throat or 
stomach. 

“They wanted to 
see if what they had 
done was working or 
whether it would be 
best to put him down. 

“There was a lot of burn¬ 
ing and thick chunks of his 
skin where burning off. But it 
had not gone through the lin¬ 
ing of the stomach. 

“We have been really lucky. 
I thought that was it for Leo.” 

While Graham said he 
hoped the poisoning was an 
isolated accident, he wanted 
to make people aware of the 


dangers caustic soda poses 
to pets. 

He said: “I do not use caus¬ 
tic soda on the farm so I don’t 
know where he got it from. 

“There were some com¬ 
plaints about dogs barking 
near here and this is a hell of 
a coincidence. Leo is totally 
innocent. If it was an ac¬ 
cident then it’s a good 
warning for people 
to be careful but if 
there was a small 
chance that some¬ 
one has done this, 
maybe they didn’t 
realise just how 
devastating this 
could have been. 
It’s a lot worse than 
just a sore throat.” 
Thankfully, Leo is now 
on the mend. 

Graham added: “He is still 
on medication but we are 
just amazed at how he has 
recovered.” 

Graham urged dog owners 
to be vigilant and urged them 
to get their animals to the vet 
as soon as possible if they 
suspect poisoning.

Lady Cecil to sell off 
Warren Place stables

THE famous yard of Lady Cecil 
and her late husband Sir Henry 
Cecil is due to be sold later this 
year. 

Warren Place, which was home 
to legendary Frankel when he 
was trained by Sir Henry, will be 
sold by Lady Cecil at the end of 
the flat racing season. 

Lady Cecil has held the licence 
for Warren Place since Sir Henry 
died in June 2013. 

In a statement, Lady Cecil said: 
“Training, for me, has always 
been about working with the 
horses and the team here at War¬ 
ren Place. 

“That has been a major factor 
in why I have continued since 
Henry died two years ago. 

“Therefore I confirm that at the 
end of the flat season, I will stop 
training. Until then, the team and 
I will continue to work hard to 
achieve as much as we can with 
the horses. 

“I would like to thank my own¬ 
ers for their much appreciated on¬ 
going support. They have been 
fantastic over the last two years 
and I can’t thank them enough for 
their understanding and help.” 

Ed Walker, who also leases part 
of the yard, will continue at War¬ 


ren Place until November this 
year. 

In his time at Warren Place, Sir 
Henry trained Newmarket’s suc¬ 
cess story Frankel, who was un¬ 
beaten in his 14 race career and 
in May 2011 was named the high¬ 
est rated racehorse in the world. 

In two seasons at Warren Place, 
Lady Cecil has sent 60 winners. 

One of the most notable came 


last October when Noble Mis¬ 
sion, a full brother to champion 
Frankel, won the Group One 
Champion Stakes on Champions 
Day at Ascot, taking home a prize 
of £770,000. 

Warren Place was opened to 
the public at Newmarket Open 
Day for the first time last year, 
with visitors given the chance 
to get an insight into the well- 


known yard and the horses sta¬ 
bled there. 

Warren Place was established 
as a training yard by Sam Darling 
in the 1920s, and became well 
known when it was occupied by 
champion trainer Noel Murless. 

Sir Henry took over the prem¬ 
ises in 1976, and Lady Cecil took 
on the training after his death in 
June 2013.

Richard's 
3,000-mile 
walk to 
raise funds 

A DETERMINED fund¬ 
raiser whose epic 3,000- 
mile pilgramage has taken 
him from racecourse to 
racecourse told of his ad¬ 
ventures in Nemarket last 
week. 

Richard Farquhar is 
walking all 60 racecourses 
in Britain over 13 months 
in a bid to raise £1.4million 
for Pancreatic Cancer UK 
and Racing Welfare. 

Farquhar, who set out on 
the 3,000 mile walk earlier 
this year, has already com¬ 
pleted 800 miles, and was 
at the racecourse for New¬ 
market Nights last Friday, 
during which time he chat¬ 
ted to racegoers about his 
journey so far. 

Already the 52-year-old 
has had a narrow escape 
with a Jack Russell and a 
terrifying run-in with a 
lively herd of cows. 

So far he has raised more 
than £100,000 for the two 
charities - meeting their 
first major fundraising 
milestone - and has visited 
18 of the country’s race¬ 
courses. 

Amy Starkey, from the 
Jockey Club, said: “We are 
delighted that the benefi¬ 
ciaries of Farquhar’s stren¬ 
uous and dedicated efforts 
will be two such worthy 
causes as Pancreatic Can¬ 
cer UK and The Jockey 
Club’s own charity, the 
Newmarket-based Racing 
Welfare.

CHILDREN from schools around New¬

AN owner’s love for her dog has 
raised more than £24,000 for a char¬ 
ity near Newmarket. 

When Zoe the Golden Retriever 
was diagnosed with lymphoma, her 
owner Jayne May vowed to raise 
£5,000 for the Animal Health Trust in 
order to give dogs fighting cancer a 
better chance of survival. 

Six months after her pledge, Jayne 
and Zoe’s total now stands at £24,000 
after overwhelming support from re¬ 
triever owners from around the UK. 

Last week, 35 of those travelled 
from around the country, and also 
from Ireland, to attend the celebra¬ 
tions at the Animal Health Trust, at 
Kentford to mark their achievements 
so far. 

Jayne said: “Zoe has defied the 
odds and after carefully monitored 
and controlled chemotherapy treat¬ 
ment, she stands here today clear of 
lymphoma. 

“But unfortunately, not many dogs 
are as lucky as Zoe and sadly I’ve 
seen too many dogs lost to this hor¬ 
rible disease through friends, family 
and the Facebook group. 

“I wanted to try and make a dif¬ 
ference by raising £5,000 for canine 
cancer research at the Animal Health 
Trust - which I thought was an ambi¬ 
tious target back in January. 

“But the support for Zoe’s journey 
from all over the country and abroad 
has just been incredible. 


“The power of people to rally be¬ 
hind a cause as important as this is 
truly amazing and I’m so grateful to 
everyone who has dedicated their 
time and money to supporting the 
AHT.” 


All of the money raised will be used 
in the canine cancer centre at the 
Animal Health Trust.

Man jailed after blaze 
exposed drugs factory 


A PENSIONER whose can¬ 
nabis factory was exposed 
when his neighbour’s shed 
went up in smoke has been 
jailed for five years. 

When firefighters ar¬ 
rived at Jamie Nunn’s 
home in Northfield Park, 
Soham, they discovered a 
large number of plants in 
his shed and evidence of 
cannabis production next 
door. 

Nunn, 67, was running 
“a significant cannabis 
production line” from 
his home, but it was not 
uncovered until Septem¬ 
ber 27 last year when his 
neighbour Stephen Webb’s 
shed caught fire. 

After Cambridgeshire 
Fire and Rescue Service 
found the plants, Nunn’s 
home was searched and 
further cannabis plants 
were discovered along 
with a semi-automatic 
pistol and ammunition - 
in a laundry basket.

Police had been called 
after Nunn tried to stop 
fire officers from getting 
into his shed. 

Police discovered him 
trying to cut down canna¬ 
bis plants in the shed and 
he was arrested. 

In total, 200 plants were 
found in Nunn’s property, 
potentially worth up to 
£168,000. 

Nunn admitted that 
£1,000 in cash, which was 
also found, was from can¬ 
nabis sales. 

Nunn pleaded guilty to 
producing cannabis, pos¬ 
session with intent to sup¬ 
ply cannabis and posses¬ 
sion of a firearm. 

At Cambridge Crown 
Court, Nunn was sen¬ 
tenced to two years for the 
first charge, two years for 
the second and five years 
for the firearm offence, all 


to run concurrently. 

Dc Alan Radford, who 
investigated, said: “Nunn 
was running a significant 
cannabis production line 
and two large bags ready to 
be sold were found in his 
home. 

“There was evidence of 
cannabis growth in Webb’s 
shed and he was also in¬ 
volved in the growth of 
Nunn’s 200 plants. 

“The sentence handed 
to Nunn reflects how se¬ 
riously the courts treat 
possession of firearms of¬ 
fences.” 

Webb, 54, pleaded guilty 
to production of cannabis, 
possession of a firearm (a 
canister of Pava) and pro¬ 
duction of cannabis. 

He was sentenced to 
a total of 10 months sus¬ 
pended for 12 months.

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Man threatened 
police with bat 
and meat cleaver 


A MAN admitted threatening police with 
a large meat cleaver and a baseball bat at 
a Soham home. 

William Parker, of London Road, 
Norfolk, waved the weapons and shouted 
profanities at the officers. The 26-year- 
old was tasered by police after he refused 
to drop the meat cleaver and bat. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, told 
Cambridge Magistrates' Court police 
were called to the Soham house at 
11.30pm on April 10 following reports of 
violence. 

Parker shouted at the police while 
waving the large meat cleaver. A taser 
and two sets of handcuffs were used to 
restrain Parker and get the weapon away. 

He pleaded guilty to using threatening, 
abusive, insulting words or behaviour 
with intent to cause fear of unlawful 
violence. 

Jacqui Baldwin, mitigating, said: "He 
hadn't taken any medication and was 
under a great deal of stress. There are 
underlying mental health issues that 
should be addressed." 

Sentencing was adjourned until July 23 
at Cambridge Magistrates' Court.

Hobbs leads one-two 
for HQ in Irish Derby 


JOHN Gosden was all smiles after 
Jack Hobbs enjoyed his day in the 
sun with a superb display in the 
150th Dubai Duty Free Irish Derby 

Six months to the day since 
making a winning debut under the 
floodlights at Wolverhampton, the 
Hailing colt came of age to provide 
Gosden with his first triumph in the 
Curragh Classic and become the 
first British-trained winner since 
Commander In Chief in 1993. 

Jack Hobbs carries the blue of 
Godolphin and was the 11-10 odds- 
on favourite having chased home 
stable companion Golden Horn, 
who is bound for this Saturday’s 
Coral-Eclipse at Sandown to face 
four rivals, in both the Dante at York 
and the Investec Derby at Epsom. 

William Buick kept things simple 
aboard the market leader to win by 
five lengths from Storm The Stars, 
making it a British one-two. 

Jack Hobbs is set to enjoy a sum¬ 
mer break before being prepared for a 
tilt at the Prix de l’Arc de Triomphe at 
Longchamp on October 4. 

Gosden said: “It was genuine 
good to firm ground and it’s nice to 
see the form from Epsom working 
out so solidly. 

“He did it in good style. He got a 
nice split at the head of the straight 
and then William waited with him, 
which was right. 

“You don’t want to start pushing 
too soon. I love the way he finished 
his race out. 

“Quite frankly, it’s solid Epsom 
form, the second has run a blinder 
and was third to us at Epsom, so

there’s nothing wrong with the form. 

“We’ll put him away now and go 
for the Prix Niel and then on to the 
Arc. We’ll just try to have two more 
runs this year, he needs a holiday 
now, this boy. 

“He’s big, rangy and quite light¬ 
framed and he just needs to fill out. 

“He’s bred by Willie Carson and I 
loved the horse when I saw him.” 

Storm The Stars, is now the ante- 
post favourite for the Ladbrokes St 
Leger, and may possibly take in two 
races before the Doncaster Classic. 

The Great Voltigeur Stakes at York 
in August is the logical next stop 
for Storm The Stars, but there is a 
chance he could run before then. 

“We were over the moon, he ran a 
tremendous race,” said Bruce Ray¬ 
mond, racing manager to owner 
Sheikh Juma Dalmook A1 Maktoum. 

“William (Haggas) says he’s a 
horse he has to keep on top of as he 
doesn’t do too much in his work. 

“He needs his racing and William 
has picked the right races for him. He’s 
done very well and not let us down. 

“The Voltigeur is an obvious race 
to go for. Whether William can wait 
that long with him I’m not sure, but 
that is the plan at the moment. 

“Then there’s the Leger, of course, 
but that’s a long way off at the minute. 

“Whether we can squeeze a race 
in before the Voltigeur, we’ll have to 
see. There are one or two races we 
could go for, but it’s undecided. 

“The Gordon Stakes at Good- 
wood could be an obvious one, but 
we need to discuss it. This horse is

Richer takes on the world at championships 


JOE Richer raced in the 2015 ITU 
Long Distance Triathlon World 
Championships in Sweden last 
weekend. 

The Newmarket competitor 
(pictured left) travelled to Motala as 
part of a 50-strong team representing 
Great Britain. 

The event was staged on the shore 
of Lake Vatten, Europe's fifth largest 


lake, and was due to feature a 4km 
swim, 120km cycle and 30km run, 
finishing in the town. 

But, to the disappointment of the 
GB team, the judges had reduced the 
swim to 1.5km because the water 
temperature was deemed to be too 
low. 

French triathlete Cyril Viennot won 
the elite men's race, while America's 


Mary Beth Ellis was first in the 
women's event. 

Richer was 399th out of more than 
1,300 competitors, finishing in 6hr 
46min 44sec. 

He had hoped to do better, but the 
shortened swim did not help him, 
and he felt his running let him down, 
although Richer did beat two of the 
elite male competitors. 
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
